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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 18,21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. What is meant by the phrase 
"neurodegenerative, multiple sclerosis related conditions"? The phrase appears to be 
new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Clajms 18,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Loder et al (WO 961 1009; 4/18/96). Loder teaches a method of treating multiple 

sclerosis comprising administering to a patient in need thereof a monoamine oxidase 

inhibitor (agonist). Loder does not teach the administering of an "A" type monoamine 

oxidase agonist. In the absence of unexpected results, one having ordinary skill in the 

art would have been expected to employ a monoamine oxidase A inhibitor in the prior 

art invention. One would have been motivated to do this since monoamine oxidase A 

agonist is a species within monoamine oxidase inhibitors. Species in genus are obvious 
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since they have similar properties, and therefore would have been expected to exhibit 
similar activity. 

Claims 18,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lieb (US 4409243; 10/11/83). Lieb teaches a method of treating multiple sclerosis 
comprising administering to a patient in need thereof a monoamine oxidase inhibitor 
(agonist). Loder does not teach the administering of an "A" type monoamine oxidase 
agonist. In the absence of unexpected results, one having ordinary skill in the art would 
have been expected to employ a monoamine oxidase A inhibitor in the prior art 
invention. One would have been motivated to do this since monoamine oxidase A 
agonist is a species within monoamine oxidase inhibitors. Species in genus are obvious 
since they have similar properties, and therefore would have been expected to exhibit 
similar activity. 

Claim Objection 

Claims 22-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or suggest 
instant method comprising reserpine.
